This  Cluli  has  been  an  indispensable  part  of  the  Statesmen  for  three  years.

Ifight  were  added  in  1946,  and  three  this  year  have  received  that 
honor  for  the  first  semester.  To  be  awarded  membership  in  this  international 
honorarv  society,  a high  school  student  must  be  a junior  or  senior,  must  rank  in 
the  upper  third  of  his  class  scholastically,  and  must  have  to  his  credit  a superior 
piece  of  work  in  some  phase  of  journalistic  or  creative  endeavor.

JOURNALISM— PLEASURE  AND  PROFIT 

Tlic  six  preceding  itages  picture  s me  nf  the  activities  of  the  journalism  de- 
partment, which  are  numerous  and  varied.  1 he  responsibilities  carry  with  them 
jjrivileges  ;dso.  Jonrnalirtn  n.eans  more  than  writing  of  news,  expression  of 
opinion  on  pultlic  affairs,  and  the  furnishing  of  entertainment  through  special 
articles  and  cartoons.  It  is  (.itening  up  fields  hitherto  unthought  of  ; it  is  prepar- 
ing to  apiireciate  the  service  gi\en  by  magai.ines,  newspapers,  business  papers, 
digests,  hotise  publications,  etc. 

The  study  of  journalism  and  the  work  on  the  school  publications  can  lead  to 
many  things:  it  reveals  talents  ; it  may  lead  to  a position  on  radio  or  in  advertising, 
both  high-salaried  positions.  Some  of  the  best-paid  positions  come  through 
journalism,  which  includes  news  wiidng,  reporting,  history,  editorial  writing, 
law  of  the  press,  graphic  arts,  jihotography,  and  editing. 

A student  should  consider  it  a privilege  and  opportunity  to  register  for  a 
journalism  class.  Success  in  journalism  requires  hard  work;  it  is  not  a “crip” 
course.  It  involves  routine  assignment  and  constant  work;  but  along  with  this 
goes  much  drama,  some  adventure,  and  some  glory.  TRY  IT.
